16. How is the Blessed Sacrament 
reverenced? How is the reverence 
different when the Blessed Sacrament is 
exposed? What distinguishes the reverence 
given to the exposed Sacrament from 
adoration before the tabernacle is the 
communal nature of reverence to the exposed 
Sacrament. In Eucharistic exposition, the 
Blessed Sacrament is reverenced by the 
common prayer of the people in silence, song 
and meditation, by incensation, and by other 
liturgical acts, including genuflection. “A 
single genuflection is made in the presence of 
the Blessed Sacrament, whether reserved in 
the tabernacle or exposed for public 
adoration.”
